WOoD AND LUMBER. 

A BDiscouraging Outivok for Men Who 
Are Locking for Work and Praying 
They May Not Find It. 

The Bodie and Mono Railrd®d is to 
be completed by Sept. 15, at a cost of 
$500,000. The road will be 3144 miles 
long and will tap the Mono timber 
belt for the Bodie market. The Com- 
pany has already engaged for the cut- 
tiog and delivery of 30,000 cords of 
wood and 7,000,000 feet of lumber. 
This work will employ about 300 men 
and 400 men are asked for in order 
that the Bodie and Mono Railroad 
may be completed at an early day. 
The Company has about 14,000 acres 
of fine land, and it will take four or 
five years to complete the cutting of 
the timber. Mes«rs. © Yerrington, 
Graves and Cook Bros. are conducting 
the enterprise and Chas. Gilchrist, who 
has heen in charge of the wood and 
flume business at Brown's Station for 
years, will superintend and control 
the wood anc lumber operations.

An Improvement in Wyoming—S ve 
Route to Oregon snd Uther Matters. 
Correspondence. 

A trip overland is an event. Out- 
side of a few officials and mining ex- 
perts very few citizens of the Pacific 
Coast find time for visits to their old 
homes in eastern states. More than 
once in a decade, and many pride 
themselves on the length of time they 
can stay away. The high fares, the 
tedious week of constant Fiding and 
the difficulty of watching ones busi- 
ness from a distance renders it a great 
task, and when a body finally does 
get started they feel as if every one 
else took a great interest in all that 
excited them and they want to tell all 
about it. So many able writers have 
gone over the ground, however, that 
there is no object in describing the 
brown sage brush stretches of Neva- 
da, the Great Lake, or Mormon farms 


satch, unless from some peculiar ex- 
cellence in style a man’s admirers 
want the old fact told in his new way, 
as there is no inducement in my case 
I will keep my eyes open for new 
things and refer our readers to the 
overland guide for the old.

The change may 
be sigaificant from the fact that sci- 
entists claim that Nevada's climate is 
changing but they cannot say whether 
it is a geelogical change or a rapid 
one. Ifa change is taking place we 
may yet see grain fields that live with- 
out irrigation. It may be that the 
loss of timber on the Sierras will have 
the effect of al'owiog more moisture to 
come over and be deposited in Neva- 
da, The Union Pacific is just start- 
ing in to find a line from Granger sta 

tion to Oregon to head off the North- 
ern Pacific and take all it can from 
the Central. A large camp has been 
established and the work will be push- 
ed ahead. When the line is built it 
will be run as the main line with a 
oranch to Ogden to connect with the 
Central Pacific. If the Nevada & 

Oregon runs up and connects with it 
and the Northern Pacific both, and 
the Carson & Colorado with the Atch- 
ison Topeka & Santa Fe, Reno will 
ret the benefit of competition. The 
Usion Pucific track is getting very 
rough and the time is very slow. They 
mly run 18 miles an hour, while the 
Central Pacific runs over 26.
